For  the  Vacation — Qponing — Condemnation  of  right  of  wav  for  utility  puroonon  of  the  alley  between 

Parr  Street  and  Lafayette  Street  from  the  north  property  line  of  Columbia  Stre 
to  the  north  property  line  of  Lots  10  and  11,  County  Addition,  a distance  of 
110  feet. 


Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed 

necessary  to  vacate  the  alley  between  Barr  Street  ana  Lafayette  Street  from  the 

north  property  line  of  Columbia  Street  bo  the  north  property  line  of  Lots 
10  and  11,  County  Addition,  a distance  of  110  feet. 


All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed -Opening — Vacation — Condemnation  of  right  of  way- ■ for  utility 
purposes  as  above  described,  now  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana 


The  cost  of  said  Vacation — Qponing — Condemnation  of  right  of  way  for -utility  purposos  shall  be  as- 
sessed against  the  property  beneficially  affected  thereby. 


The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  such  Vacation  -■  Opening — Condom 
nation  of  right  of  way  for  utility  panpeeoo-is  described  as  follows:  Lots  10  and  11}  County  Addition. 

Said  addition  inclusive  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  Also  the  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  right-of-way.  "

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  entitled  “An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations”,  as  approved  March  6,  1905  and  the  provi- 
sions of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as 
in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)% 
per  annum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for 
any  sum  or  sums  due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds, 
except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
property  damages  as  said  City  is  by  above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making 
of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof.

The  vacation  of  the  above  described^Stroot  and  alley*,  shall  be  subject  to  an  easement  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  public  utilities  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits,  telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits. 

All  Streets,  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  vacation  are  situated  in  thej_ 
southeast  quarter  of  Section  Two,  Township  30  north,  Range  12  east  and  lie 
wholly  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  indiana.

Gentlemen : 

An  investigation  of  the  petition  to  vacate  the  alley 
between  Barr  Street  and  Lafayette  Street  from  the  New 
York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  right-of-way  to  the  north 
property  line  of  Columbia  Street  has  been  made  and  the 
following  is  suggested: 

1.  That  the  word  vacationing  be  changed  to  the 
word  vacating. 

2.  That  the  description  of  the  alley  be  made 
more  specific  by  amending  it  to  read  as 
follows : 

/The  north-south  alley  between  Lots  #10  and  #11, 

J County  Addition,  extending  from  the  north  line 
] of  the  right-of-way  of  Columbia  Street  north  to 
the  south  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  New 
York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad. 

3.  Technically  the  alley  as  platted  and  now  exsist- 
ing  dead  ends  at  the  north  line  of  the  lots  that 
it  abuts,  although  from  a practical  standpoint  it 
has  served  as  a means  of  ingress  and  egress  from 
the  railroad  right-of-way  which  has  been  used  as 
an  alley.  This  portion  of  the  right-of-way  does 
not  how  have  access  to  Lafayette  Street  but  does 
have  access  to  Barr  Street.  It  could  be  argued 
that  the  alley  provides  for  needed  alley  circulation, 


however  from  a legal  standpoint  and  also  from 
a practical  application  standpoint  (because  of 
existing  use  of  all  lots  affected)  it  is  not  in 
our  opinion  absolutely  essential. 

In  view  of  the  above  we  have  no  specific  objections  to  the 
proposed  vacation,  subject  to  such  utility  easements  as  may 
be  necessary.

The  Weil  Healty  Corporation  owns  the  vacant  lot  at  319- 
321  East  Columbia  St.  as  well  as  lot  and  building  at 
323-325  East  Columbia  3t.  The  attached  Petition  for 
vacationing  the  alley  between  these  two  properties  has 
been  properly  signed  by  E.  Beiff,  Secretary- Treasurer 
of  that  Corporation 

This  alley  dead-ends  at  the  railroad  and  has  no  outlet 
in  any  direction  at  that  end. 

We  have  leased  both  properties  continuously  since  1944 
and  plan  to  stay  here  for  many  more  years. 

Due  to  the  fact  we  have  had  numerous  thefts  and  destruc- 
tion of  equipment  stored  on  the  open  lot  (319-321)  we 
are  planning  on  having  an  industrial  type  fence  erected 
across  the  lot  and  alley  at  the  front  and  rear.  The  lot 
is  a loafing  area  at  night  and  week-ends  for  characters 
from  the  Mission  and  we  are  desirous  of  eliminating  this 
situation.  The  area  could  be  kept  free  of  bottles  and 
personal  waste  by  fencing  it  off  as  outlined. 

Your  favorable  consideration  of  the  request  for  vacationing 
of  this  alley  will  be  greatly  appreciated.
